Passengers Fret, Schedules Lag

CHICAGO, May 18—(UP)—Rail service in major cities was snarled and thousands of 
passengers confused or stranded for hours Saturday as rail workers disregarded a presi- 
dential announcement of the rail strike postponement and quit work until they had re- 


ceived official word from top union leaders. 


The disruption gradually eased as the men received the official union word and rail- 


roads reported service generally getting back to normal. 


Atlanta Train Delays 
Extend Up to 6 Hours

Confusion reigned supreme in Atlanta yesterday as President 
Truman's last-minute announcement that the railroad strike had been 
called off was delayed in reaching trainmen and engineers through 
union channels until several hours after the walkout had begun. 


Passenger and freight trains 


were delayed from several mo- 
ments up to five and six hours, 
causing many persons to cancel 
trips or use other means of trans- | 
portation. Tickets on sale at the) 
Terminal Station were sold “sub- 
ject to delay en route or in start- 
ing,” while bewildered, would-be 
passengers questioned anyone who 
even looked as though he was 
connected with railroading about 
train schedules. 


At the Southern Railway Sys- | 
tem’s Inman Yards, engineers and | 


trainmen shuttled freight trains

WORKER PROTEST NOTE 


The atmosphere at the yards 
was tense. When a rumor spread 
that the strike had been called off, 
knots of men surrounded their 
local union chairmen who denied 
they had received authority to stop 
the walkout. 


“The hell with it,” one man said; 
“if’s just. those men in the com- 
pany who are trying to get us back 
to work.” 

A few drove off to the Munici- 
pal Auditorium’s Taft Hall, where 
they had been summoned to meet 
after the walkout by George W. 
Laughlin, Assistant Grand Master 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, Others, half believing 
and half hoping the rumor was 


'true, hung around the yards for) 
some time, waiting for news. 


By 5:30 p. m., approximately 350 
'men had collected in Taft Hall, 
‘where, at Laughlin’s suggestion, 
they had agreed to meet from 9 
a, m. to 5 p. m. daily for the dura- 
tion of the strike. Laughlin earlier 
explained this measure was taken 
to avoid clashes between strikers 
and company representatives on 
railroad property. 

CONDEMN MANAGEMENT 


Rumors flew wildly but the 
men, well indoctrinated with the 
fact that the strike would go on 
‘until they heard to the contrary 
from their local representatives, 
'made no move to go back to work. 
‘None of those polled by a Consti- 
‘tution reporter believed the strike 
would continue more than 48 
hours at most, yet they were uni- 
versal in their condemnation of 
railroad company managements 
on whom they placed the blame 
for the strike. 

At 5 p. m., local chairmen of 
the Brotherhoods of Locomotive

Byrnes Returns From Paris Parley, 
Gives 2-Hour Report to Truman

WASHINGTON, May 18—(#)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes report- 
ed to President Truman for two 
hours Saturday on the Paris Con- 
ference of Foreign Ministers — 
which failed to settle the peace of 
Europe, but, in Byrnes’ view as 
reported by associates, did not 
fail completely to advance the 
prospects for a settlement. 

The Secretary, returning by air 
at 10:35 a. m., EST, Saturday, 
hurried to the White House to tell 
his Chief about the Paris session 
which had recessed Thursday 
until] June 15. He will report to 
the Nation on it by radio Monday 
night. 

Returning with him were his 
two advisers from Capitol Hill, 
Sens. Connally, Democrat, Texas, 
Chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, and Vandenberg, 
Republican, Michigan, leading 
GOP spokesman on international 
matters. 

Connally told a news confer- 
ence that he would report to the 
Senate Wednesday on the Confer- 
ence. Vandenberg is expected to 
speak to the Senate Tuesday after 
Byrnes’ Monday night talk. 

Connally said in a formal state- 
ment that “substantial progress” 
had been made at Paris which, it 
was believed, would “help the 
next meeting on June 15 to agree 
upon treaties.” 

Some of Vandenberg’s friends 
report that he considered the 
Paris meeting pretty largely a 
failure, but he declined public 
comment at the airport. 

The White House session was 
entirely secret but some inform- 
ants suggested that Byrnes prob- 
ably told the President that 
things were not as bad as they 
might seem and that the United 
States, Russia, Britain and France 
could eventually agree on Euro- 
pean peace settlements if they 
tried long enough. 

Byrnes was represented as be- 
ing not quite so pessimistic about 
this as when he left for Paris 
April 23. He evidently feels that 
the United States’ bargaining po- 
sition with Russia has been im- 
proved by the Paris agreement 
for revision of Italian armistice 
terms. He expects this to ease 
the pressure for quick peace 
agreements, which previously had 
been a primary American con- 
cern. ,

Lewis Faces 
Hard Decision 


At Truce End 


WASHINGTON, May 18—(4)— 
With contract negotiations at a 
standstill, John L. Lewis faces 
next week one of the major de- 
cisions of his career on the ques- 
ticn whether again to shut the 
nation’s coal mines when the 
strike truce ends next Saturday. 

His move is bound to affect the 
lives of 140,000,000 persons. 

The threatened railroad strike, 
postponed Saturday for five days, 
may influence his determination 
to prolong or turn back. A rail 
tieup would prevent large scale 
operation of the mines anyway 
near the end of the truce. In that 
event renewal of the coal stoppage 
could not be credited exclusively 
to Lewis. 

Another possibility, although ap- 
parently a remote one, is that an 


agreement might be reached be 
tween the miners and the opera- 
tors. If this appeared near, he 
might extend the truce beyond 
next Saturday, the date when he 
may also give notice terminating 
the anthracite contract, covering 
75,000 Pennsylvania and hard coal 
miners. 

In the absence of these two fac- 
tors, Lewis apparently must make 
a prime decision between two 
courses: 

l. To resume the strike for a 
miners’ health and welfare fund 
and pull another prop from under 
the reconversion program at a 
time when Congress is talking 
about tight labor curbs. 

2. To call in his 250-man Policy 
Committee, about mid-week and 
extend the truce or urge his min- 
ers to work for the Government 
under Federal seizure.

Hughes urged consumers to continue turning in fats, and 
pointed out that use and reuse of cooking fats contributes to 
famine relief abroad. Easily shipped fats and oils, like wheat, 
he cited, are playing a “tremendous role” in alleviating starva- 
tion overseas. °

We 
got aboard the Berlin-bound train, 
shepherded into. our compartments 
by Cols: Magid and Gage, who 
never ceased to smile and be cheer- 
ful in all the confusion.

At first it was exciting to watch 
the beautiful green countryside 
slip past.

Super-Highway Planned 
To Mark Sherman's Route 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
The recent act of Congress setting aside $25,000 to complete mark- 
ing of historic spots in North Georgia—battle scenes in the War Be- 
tween the States—is just a start in the campaign to mark all impor- 
tant locations along the route of Sherman’s march to the sea, accord- 
ing to Henry A. Alexander, President of the Atlanta Historical Society. 


“It’s just a start in what must 
be done,” he said. “A good start, 
it is true, but, naturally, far short 
of what the Atlanta Historical So- 
ciety would like to see.” 


To build up tourist-interest in 
Georgia, the Society plans to cap- 
italize upon significent battles of 
that conflict. .These .plans, Alex- 
ander said, include: 


1. The marking of at least 400 
important points in the campaign 
for Atlanta in 1864, one of the 
decisive campaigns of the war. 


2. The building of a super-high- 
way along the route of Sherman’s 
“March to the Sea” and marking 
of all scenes of battle during that 
campaign. This project envisages 
the construction of a new high- 
way all the way from the Tennes- 
see line to Savannah. 


To further these plans, the At-

In addition to the two commit- 
tees, Joe L. Richardson, City 
Clerk; B. Graham West, City 
Comptroller. and a representative 
from City Attorney Jack C. Sav- 
age’s office attended the confer- 
ence. 


Huie estimated that the special 
levy will raise at lease $900,000 a 
year. Under the law, the Atlanta 
achool system will receive 30 per- 
cent of the levy, leaving the re- 
mainder for the Municipal Treas- 
ury.

Federal Economist Finds 
Americans Turn to Homes 


The nation is going home—and it’s high time, too, because up 
to now Americans have been more concerned over housing their 


animals than housing themselves. 

That’s the observation of one of 
the South’s foremost housing ex- 
perts, Martin Handrick, regional 
economist for the Federal Public 
Housing Authority, at the ninth | 
annual meeting of the Southern | 
Sociological Society, opening a 
two-day meeting here yesterday. | 

“It seems to be fundamental 
that we need good housing but | 
we have taken better care of our | 
animals than we have our citi-| 
zens,” Handrick said. “Good hus- | 
bandry proved the need for good | 
barns but it took the war to dem- 
onstrate to the nation at large | 
that good housing paid dividends | 
in increased production. Prior to 
the war, good housing was a social | 
problem and model mill villages | 
and low income projects provided | 
samples of how homes affected | 
people ...I believe that as a na- | 
tion, we are going home. We are) 
becoming more aware of a need | 
not to retire from mechanistic liv- 
ing but to integrate the funda- | 
mental emotional need for a home | 
with products of the machine in a| 
design for happier living.” 
FARMER GAINING 

The Southern farmer, whose 
poor home is a classic example 
of Tobacco Road type of archi- 
tecture, is also coming into his 
own—if the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
bill now before Congress is passed, 
according to Dr. Rupert B. Vance, | 
of the University of North Caro- 
lina. 

Dr. Vance, talking on rural hous- 
ing needs during a forum on the 
Sociological Aspects of Housing, 
reported that experiments tried in 
several Southern sections, includ- 
ing Thomas County, Georgia, in- 
dicated a government subsidy of 
rural housing would be the farm- 
er’s best solution. 

Under the bill a county housing 


erty and 


authority could be set up to build 
several hundred rural homes for 
farmers of small income but good 
land. The demonstration houses 


already built cost an average of 


$2,500 each, are five-room struc- 
tures, with space allowed for in- 
door plumbing to replace back- 
yard facilities if and when the 
farmer can afford it. 


Charles F. Palmer, Atlanta’s in- 
ternationally-consulted housing ex- 
pert, presented better housing as 
the “South’s No. 1 economic re- 
sponsibility.” Estimating that ap- 
proximately half the housing in 
the 13 Southeastern States is 
sub-standard, Palmer _ recom- 
mended a program o*% building in 
the South calling for approximate- 
ly 75,000 units per year for the 
next 20 years, employing 130,000 
men continually over that entire 
period. 

THE ATOM AGAIN 

Departing from the housing field 
into the realm of atomic-regulated 
living, Dr. William Fielding Og- 
burn, of the University of Chicago, 
foresaw time when people will 
wear chemical clothing, eat from 
laboratories, breeze off on 2,400- 
mile week-end jaunts, enjoy talk- 
ing books, telephone without wire 
from a moving automobile, and see 
the sights of the world from the 
old easy chair with a television set 
nearby. 

The result, as Dr. Ogburn sees 
it will be: “The old values of lib- 
individualism” giving 
way “before the developing sense 
of nationalism, co-operation and 
collective efficiency.” 

Dr. Ogburn and Dr. Howard W. 
Odum, of the University of North 
Carolina, were the principal speak- 
ers at an evening session presided 
over by Dr. Charles S. Johnson, 
President of the Southern Socio- 
logical Society. The meeting will 
close this afternoon.

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Mother Fails 
To Escape 
Responsibility 


THE SOUND OF YEARS. By 
Merriam Modell. Simon & 
Schuster (Venture Press). 309 
pp. $2.75. 

Some people manage to get 
away with it all their lives—the 
avoidance of any unpleasant re- 
sponsibility—and they rationalize 
their escape so completely that 
they would be deeply shocked at 
being called selfish or self-cen- 
tered. 

It is one of this noble company 
that Mrs. Modell has chosen to 
dissect in her first novel, a hap- 
pily (?) married woman of 37, the 
doting parent of a four-year-old 
son. She lives with her husband 
in a warm cocoon of her own 
spinning, quietly ignoring reality. 

Could Ellen Cole actually have 
forgotten the existence of a 17- 
year-old daughter, the unexpected 
consequence of a casual first love 
affair in Paris when she was 20? 
Merriam Modell persuades her 
reader that such is the case and 
she opens her novel with the em- 
barrassing appearance of Gitta, 
the daughter, in Ellen’s tidy life. 
You see, Ellen, while she had men- 
tioned the affair to husband Ar- 
thur, had neglected to tell him 
that there had been a child. 

Ellen’s mind is the stage for 
the ensuing complications, even 
more than exterior events. Writ- 
ing with high technical facility, 
the author records not only what 
Ellen is saying but what she is 
thinking as she says it. (Review- 
er’s not to himself: Can women 
really talk to themselves while 
they are talking to you. Investi- 
gate.) 

With a smattering of psychia- 
try, it is not too difficult to antici- 
pate the direction the novel will 
take.

THE MAN WHO WATCHED THE 
TRAINS GO BY. By Georges 
Simenon. Reynal & Hitchcock.

It was problematical whether 
Simenon, prolific author of so 
many thrillers dealing with the 
adventures of Inspector Maigret, 
could break with his colorful but 
somewhat hasty productions and 
produce a completely satisfactory 
psychological novel. Such doubts 
need no longer exist. 


In “The Man Who Watched the 
Trains Go By” he has combined 
an astonishingly credible study in 
abnormality with much of the 
pace and readability of his earlier 
efforts. 


He tells the story of Kees Popin- 
ga, a mild, eminently respectable 
little office worker in the Dutch 
town of Groningen. Kees is hap- 
pily married and the father of two 
children. His life is an open book. 


But on the night the _ story 
opens, he discovers that his em- 
ployer is about to abscond with 
the company funds and that his 
life savings will be wiped out in 
its subsequent cellapse. Accepting 
500 florins and some very ill ad- 
vice, Kees decides to escape him- 
self from his humdrum daily 
round. 

The saga of his adventures is 
told from his own point of view. 
When he commits murder, it 
seems hardly his fault. When he 
associates himself with a group 
of .car thieves in Paris, it seems 
wise and expedient. 

Even in the final chapter, when 
he has been captured by the Paris 
police and committed to an asy- 
lum, his reasons for his behavior 
still seem logical. 

Either as a good story or as a 
study of a paranoid personality 
gradually losing touch with real- 
ity, the novel merits attention. 
Call it a tour de force if you want. 
Simenon gets away with it.—C. B. 

The Associated Press critic ob- 
serves: 

Since Simenon, a prolific writer, 
seems to rattle stories off at a 
breakneck clip, it may be incor: 
rect to impute to him any pro- 
found meanings; we should. con- 
tent ourselves perhaps with ac- 
knowledging that he is a master 
at writing an ingenious yarn. 

But the quandary of Kees Popin- 
ga is more than cleverness. In 
one sense he is the modern roman- 
tic, with no place to go. He still 
may be viewed as society’s pris- 
oner, as much a prisoner in Paris 
as in the bosom of his family, as 
out of place in our time as Albert 
Camus’ “Stranger.” Possibly this 
implies a limit to conformity; pos- 
sibly a fully stable and frozen so- 
ciety would drive a lot more of us 
crazy.

Their old Fabian friend George 
Bernard Shaw, for instance, did 
not hesitate to call Beatrice one 
of the greatest women who ever 
lived, and this particular study of 
her life “the most interesting and 
important life story of the year.” 


And in defense of the 1257-page 
“Soviet Communism” it must be 
said that the Webbs visited Rus- 
sia under conditions favorable to 
seeing more than most casual 
visitors were allowed to see, that 
Sidney returned to check and 
double-check their facts, and that 
buried in the enthusiastic recom- 
mendation of Soviet civilization 
(circa 1932-33) is sharp criticism 
of Soviet foreign policy and secret 
police activities. 

Beatrice Webb has always been 
an appealing and romantic figure 
in socialism. Daughter of a wealthy 
industrialist, beautiful, brilliant 
and with the world at her feet, 
she tossed it all away to marry 
an “ugly,” shabby, encyclopedic 
shopkeeper’s son who could help 
her with her books on trade unions 
and the ce-operative movement. 

In 1917 she had little or no sym- 
pathy witH the Russian Revolu- 
tion, abhorring as she did violence 
and hasty action. She agreed with 
the statement made many years 


lyric gaiety of James Stephens. 
He is closer to Dreiser than to 
Zola, with both of whom he is con- 
i'stantly compared.

‘Lamb Blood’ 
Author Tells 
About His Life 


By CLIP BOUTELL 


You know that you are dealing 
with a novelist when you get inta 
correspondence with Charles H. 
Baker, Jr., author of “Blood of 
the Lamb,” which has just been 
published by Rinehart. A few 
questions addressed to him by 
mail to his home in Miami re 
sulted, in my case, in almost 
enough material for another book, 

Skipping blithely through the 
dossier he was good enough to 
send me, here are a few salient 
facts: He was born in Florida 
of Yankee parentage on Decembes 
25, 1895. 

He is a fatalist to the exten? 
that he believes that “little events, 
often silly unsuspected things, are 
really what regulate human life 
nine times out of ten.” And he 
offers as an example the way in 
which he met his wife. He had 
already booked his passage for a 
rounéthe-world cruise on one 
ship, when his travel agent told 
him that the food was better on a 
different line and that “Beluga 
caviar was for free.” His bride 
was a passenger on the second 
ship, and he says that he would 
never have laid eyes on her ex- 
cept for the happy accident of the 
last minute change. 


Beginning of Saga- 

Mr. Baker also reveals that 
“Blood of the Lamb” is the be- 
ginning of a five-volume saga run- 
ning to a million words or more. 
But don’t let that scare you away 
from an excelient novel. “Blood of 
the Lamb” can be read and should 
be read as a complete work in it- 
self, 

In summing up some of the 
things he hopes his project will 
prove, he writes: “Regardless of 
race, religion, wealth or poverty, 
a guy usually gets out of life just 
about what he puts into it in per- 
sonal effort, effort about which 
(when that guy sees it working 
out at last) he can say to himself: 
‘I did this thing myself, didn’t 
just sit back and let someone else 
do half the dirty work for me.’

Face Lifting 
Is Planned 


For Theater

Patrons of the Fox Theater who 
have long admired. the sombre 
grandeur of its Moorish architec- 
tural design will soon see the 
theater showplace of the South 
with a completely new face. 

Plans, now being carried out, 
eall for the complete renovation 
and restyling of the entire build- 
ing from the main auditorium to 
the sidewalk on Peachtree Street, 
it has been announced by Tommy 
Read, City Manager for the Geor- 
gia Theater Company, lessees of 
the building. 

William K. Jenkins, president of 
the chain, is now, in New York 
conferring with Hal Pereira, na- 
tionally known theater architect, 
who has been commissioned to re- 
design the theater. 

Jenkins and his associates have 
felt for some time that, despite 
the conformity of design and ap- 
pointments throughout the theater 
and the elegance of its furnishings, 
it presents a cold and unfriendly 
atmosphere, Read said. 

It is to eliminate this atmos- 


phere and create one of warmth, | 


and friendliness that the program 
has been undertaken, he added. 

In selecting Pereira, the com- 
pany feels 
services of one of the nation’s lead- 
ing architects in the theater field. 
Pereira recently created consid- 
erable comment in motion picture 
eircles for the cozy atmosphere he 
achieved in the designing and con- 
struction of the Palm Theater in 
Phoenix, Ariz. He also recently 
completed the redesigning of the 
Brooklyn Paramount Theater, 
which also has been hailed for its 
unique design. 

Pereira also has more than 12 
years of movie set designing to his 
credit. 

Detailed plans for the entire 
project are not yet known, as Pe- 
reira has not made his recom- 
mendations, but the operators have 
listed some of the major changes 
which are expected to be made. 

They are: New carpets for the 
theater, installation of indirect and 
cove lighting for the entire house, 
redesigning and redecorating the 
outside lobby, the storm lobby, 
the foyer, the mezzanine and all 
lounges, with some change in 
structural design possible, and, 
finally, changes on the exterior of 
the building centered around the 
box office and marquee, 

Operators also feel some changes 
in design for store fronts in the 
building may be necessary to 
conform with the contemplated 
changes in the entrance. 

In discussing plans, Read em- 
phasized that no major changes in 
the main auditorium, including 
the famous artificial sky and the 
basic architectural design are be- 
ing considered. He added that 
some minor changes may be rec- 
ommended by Pereira, in which 
case they will be considered. 

Jenkins was accompanied to 
New York by William Finch, rep- 
resentative of the architectural 
firm of Burge & Stephens and As- 
sociates, who will supervise local- 
ly the changes which Pereira will 
make. 

The entire project is subject to

Lack of Doctors — 
Hampers Georgia 


Despite advertisements in medi- 
cal journals and hundreds of per- 
sonal letters, the State Depart- 
ment of Health is unable to get 
enough doctors to operate Geor- 
gia’s expanded public health pro- 
gram. 

Health Department officials re- 
vealed this when they reported 
their intensive campaign to recruit 
physicians has drawn less than 20 
doctors who indicated they would 
like to come to Georgia. 


The State needs 50 public health 
doctors to operate Georgia’s $2,- 
100,000 public health program, ac- 
cording to Dr. Guy Lunsford, 
Deputy Director of the Depart- 
ment. 

“We've got the money,” Dr. 
Lunsford declared. “We've sold 
the people on the health idea, and 
Georgia now is the most health 
conscious state in the nation. But 
the doctors and nurses to carry 
out the program cannot be ob- 
tained.” 

Stumbling blocks In the way of 
inducing out-of-state doctors to 
come to Georgia include technical- 
ities such as license exchanges, the 
prospects of lucrative private prac- 
tice and the payment by other 
states of higher salaries for public 
health doctors and nurses. 

Georgia will begin a doctor with- 
out previous public health experi- 
ence at $4,800. An experienced 
doctor can draw $5,640. 

The salary angle, Dr. Lunsford 
said, is overlooked by many. The 
public health officer has no over- 
head expenses, where operating 
costs eat away a great part of 
private medical incomes, he com- 
mented.

Bowles Urges 
und To Fight 
Black Market 


WASHINGTON, May 18—(?)— 
Price control can not be made an 
effective guarantee against infla- 
tion unless the OPA is given ade- 
quate funds to administer the law 
and fight black markets, Stabiliza- 
tion Director Chester Bowles said 
Saturday. 

A National Association of Manu- 
facurers spokesman countered by 
saying that price controls in peace 
time stood in the way of produc- 
tion and led inevitably to scarci- 
ties and black markets. 

Both Bowles and John C. Geb- 
hart, Research Director for the 
NAM, spoke over the American 
Broadcasting Company system, the 
latter speaking from New York. 


“Until we get through these dif- | 


ficult months,” Bowles declared, 
“we'll have to restrain a natural 
tendency to try to catch up with 
every little advantage the other 
fellow may seem to have.” 

Gebhart, who spoke 
Bowles, said: 


“As long as OPA operates as it |

WCTU members will be inter- 
ested in a few items from the pen 
of Mrs. H. W. Birdsong, of Ath- 
ens, State Corresponding Secre- 
tary. Mrs. Birdsong says that of 
the number of Unions reporting 
at the close of the first six months 
of the WCTU year, 69 percent 
have held fast; 50 percent show 
a net gain; less than 50 percent 
have paid budgets in full, and over 
45 percent have paid District dues 
in full. Eight Unions held night 
meetings, with Grant Park 
Union leading wit hthree. Macon 
City Union leads all in the num- 
ber of subscribers to the Union 
Signal, and the number of sub- 
scriptions to the Young Crusader 
for the State has increased. 


Temperance Day in the public 
schools was reported by 37 
Unions, but only 13 planned essay, 
speech and poster contests. Twen- 
ty-one reported as Light Line 
Unions, one is Double and one 
Triple Light Line. ‘All Unions re- 
porting contributed to the Willard 
fund and all but two to the Ste- 
vens Legislative fund. Druid Hills 
Union led in the number of total 
abstinence pledges, with 300. Nine 
Unions have held a service for 
White Ribbon recruits. In Geor- 
gia, there are 717 Second Mile 
members, 109 Rock of Ages mem- 
bers, and 102 Torch Bearers. 


One Union reported having: re 
cently helped close beer saloons 
in the city. Another, with the 
help of the Protestant Ministers, 
blocked a movement to legalize 
liquor and beer. Another organ- 
ized a group of 32 colored children 
into a Loyal Temperance Union 
and secured dues and 10 subscrip- 
tions to the Young Crusader. One 
Union entertained honorary mem- 
bers with a banquet. One organ- 
ization worked for 100 percent of 
members registered for voting. 
Another is concentrating on the 
June 2 Day of Prayer called by 
the Bishops of the Methodist 
Church, and is working to secure 
a temperance sermon in every 
church on that day. Another 
Union has bought temperance lit- 
erature for five schools, showed 
temperance movies to 1,850 stu- 
dents, presented the subject of 
liquor advertisements to the 
WSCS, and distributed stickers for 
sending them to editors. Still an- 
other has organized temperance 
work in 10 churches. 

Mrs. Viola Hollingsworth writes 
that Clarkston WCTU recently 
entertained the ladies of the 
County Home at dinner. Clarks- 
ton reports all requirements met 
and the enrollment of new mem- 
bers.

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Truces Welcome—But Not Enough | 


Railway unions have agreed to a five- 
day truce, temporarily lifting from the 
nation the shadow of a tragic and reckless 
strike. 

It is an awful thing to contemplate, and 
this fact must have come home to the men 
in responsibility, that any American organ- 
ization would defy its government and set 
itself up aghkinst it. 

The people of this country have a right 
to expect more of labor and management 
than that they will tie up the entire nation 
because of their inability to agree. 

The victory in a great war for freedom 
and the dignity of the individual man 
should ;rot.see rival groups put national 
welfare in second place and their own ob- 
jectives first. 

Should either the railway or coal dis- 
pute lead to defiance of the government, 


there will be set off a series of develop- 


ments and a precipitation of public opinion 
which would lead us into strange and fear- 
ful paths. 

The people of this country are not 
anti-labor. If anything, they are more on 
the other side. 

They are not by any means pro-man- 
agement. 

They have the American concept of fair 
play and of live and let live. 

They are convinced that the coal opera- 
tors and the railway operators are as 
grasping and determined on personal pow- 
er as are the heads of the contending 
unions and that all have forgot the general 


welfare of this country in their striving 


for power. Both have said, in effect, they \ 


do not give a damn what the public thinks. 

This country has sacrificed too much 
of blood and treasure to have a greedy 
fight for personal power hold back its 
progress. 

The people know there is no need for 
inflation and the steady rise of prices. 
They know that only lack of industrial 
peace makes this a nation of want when 
there actually is plenty. They know that 
refusal to reach agreements makes this a 
nation of unemployment when there are 
jobs for all. 

Truces are not enough. 

The railway operators, the mine opera- 
tors and the unions of both have indicated 
they do not give a damn what the public 
lacks or feels. 

The public does give a damn. 

As always, it is slow to anger. 

But they are becoming angry. And 
they expect the owners and operators of 
mines and railroads and the unions to have 
enough patriotism and love of country to 
sit down and reach an agreement. 

These strikes concern all of us. 

And in such disputes there is a great 
responsibility. : 

If any group sets itself up in defiance 
of government, either operators or unions, 
the most tragic error of this’ generation 
will have been made. 

Truces are not enough. Let us have 
agreements. 


Labor Denounces the KKK 


At the meeting following the failure 
of the KKK’s “show” at Stone Mountain, 
the Fuehrer of the local SS men was quite 
naturally in a bad humor. 

¢ He finally got around to labor. He said 

he was sorry to hurt the feelings of the 
CIO members but they had more from 
AFL anyhow and he urged the SS men 
to assist that organization in its Southern 
drive. 

Well, of course, the assistance given 
couldn’t amount to anything if given. 

But it is encouraging to note it isn’t 
wanted. 

At its Southern meeting in Asheville, 
the AFL warned against the KKK, point- 
ing out that it had all but wrecked or- 
ganized labor in the twenties. Especially 
was this true in Georgia where the poison 
of the Klan left organized labor divided 
into suspicious groups opposing one an- 


other. The CIO has announced that the 
Klan must be opposed. Each organization 
knows that some of its men, who “don’t 
know any better,” have been fooled into 
joining. 

These organization officials follow the 
Christian ministers of Atlanta and the 
South. They follow the head of the World 
Baptist Alliance. They follow every 
thoughtful person in speaking out against 
this collection of haters and anti-Christian, 
anti-American apostles of hate and intol- 
erance. | 

It is no mere coincidence that 70 per- 
cent of the local membership has police 
records ranging from minor cases to at- 
tempted murder. 

Let every decent person speak out 
against it. 

As long as the KKK lives, Hitler lives. 

They are blood brothers. 


The CIO Will Indorse No One 


The CIO, engaged in an organizational 
campaign, has announced it will support 
no candidate in any race, either for Gov- 
ernor or Congress. 


Thus is set to rest one of the favorite 
charges of some of the candidates who 
sought to pin the CIO rose on one another. 


The CIO was most favorably inclined 
toward Candidate E. D. Rivers, but could 
“ reach no agreement. Therefore its mem-

No one knows that better than the labor leaders and the man- 
agement involved.

Nor can you run railroads with them. 

So, while speeches which ringingly demand the Government 
“do something;” letters demanding to know why the Government 
“doesn't act,” explosive conversations along the same line, ignore 
the basic fact. 

The Government cannot act because it is the sort of Govern- 
ment it is. 

To be sure, it can seize the railroads and the mines. 

But it cannot make the men who operate them go to work. 

That is because of the constitution and the amendments thereto, 
which define the freedom and rights of the individual. 


Truman Actually, Harry S. Truman, in the White House, can 

do very little more about it than the gentleman you 
overheard in the bus asking what sort of a President we have that 
won’t do something about it. This ignores the basic fact the people 
haven’t done anything about it. 

Mr. Truman can do nothing he has not already done. It is true 
he might have taken the problems by their respective forelocks 
and had at them months ago. The late Mr. FDR used to do that. 
For his pains he was called a dictator and was roundly cursed 
for always putting his nose into the affairs of others. Still, he got 
things done. 

It is quite possible that Mr. Truman took the wiser course. 
Obviously he knew the strikes were coming as part of,the postwar 
operations. But they were, for the most part, dammed-up floods. 
When we look back at this a year from now it may be we will say 
Harry S. Truman was right to ride it out. 

But, it is well to keep in mind he can’t really do anything about 
strikes because of the constitution under which he—and you, and 
I—live. It is a very good Bill of Rights for the individual. It gives 
him a lot of leeway.

If Congress produces legislation with a red face and high blood 
pressure it very likely will be found to be unconstitutional. If it 
gets by the Court it likely will produce bitterness and bowed necks 
and a gulf between peoples which will never grow less, but more. 
That sort of situation in time will produce more red-in-the-face 
legislation. Pretty soon they will be abridging individual rights. 

The best Congress can do is to set up more machinery for han- 
dling disputes. It properly Should require unions and management 
to be responsible for contractual agreements. 

Most important ‘of all—it should make all the facts public 
through a fact-finding body. Truman asked this. Congress refused 
it. Right now, neither the newspapers nor the public. know the full 
facts about the railroad strike or the mine dispute. Truman did 
try “to do something.” 

The Government hasn’t much power. Those persons who de- 
mand to know why a Government which can send a man to war 
can’t do something about John L. Lewis, surely haven’t thought 
about their question. Congress provided for that. 

Now, it cannot provide a formula for settling strikes. It cannot 
prevent strikes unless it amends the constitution so that it can 
imitate a Fascist or Totalitarian government and force people to 
work. We dont want that. 

But it can pass sensible, helpful legislation, including a fact- 
finding bill. Once all the facts are known, settlements come easier. 

Meanwhile, our feet are wet and the raft of the Republic is 
being buffeted in heavy seas. 

It is an important period and the decisions we make will be 
far-reaching—for better or worse. We can but hope for the former.

§ A Prayer, Not Boast 


Today, by Congressional resolution and by 

Presidential proclamation, is “I Am an American 

Day.” An annual event, a day set aside for 

welcoming new citizens,' both by birth and by naturalization, of 

this country. A day to emphasize the significance of American 
citizenship and the meaning thereof. 

In Atlanta, there will be a special program at the City Audi- 
torium, starting at 3:30 this afternoon. There will be, also, special 
services in many churches and there will be observance by many 
smaller, unpublicized groups. 

At the Auditorium, Robert St. John, author, war correspondent, 
radio commentator will be principal speaker. Student leaders of 
Atlanta, Decatur, DeKalb and Fulton County high schools selected 
him. , 

There will be, too, short speeches by Eric Asher, a naturalized 
citizen, and by an Emory University veteran on behalf of the 18- 
year-olds who this year have attained the age of voters in Georgia. 

The Georgia State Guard Band will be heard in concert and 
overture prior to the main program. Beverly Wolff, Girls _High, 
will be the soloist. The Washington High Glee Club will sing. 
Lambdin Kay will be master of ceremonies. 


There will be no admission charge. 
to New citizens fall into two groups. Those who 
New Citizens were born in this country and have attained 
their citizenship because of age. In Georgia this means they are 
18 years old. Those who are natives of other lands, but have 
become American citizens by naturalization. 

During the past 12 months approximately 2,000,000 young men 
and women acquired the responsibilities and privileges of citizen- 
ship by coming of age. For the same period, some 200,000 men 
and women of foreign birth were naturalized, including 16,000 
members of the armed forces. 

The last five years, from 1941 through 1945, witnessed the 
largest number of naturalizations for any five-year period in the 
history of this nation. Including both civilians and members of 
the armed forces, more than 1,500,000 certificates of naturalization 
have been granted in the five years. 

It may be taken for granted that every new citizen, in either 
group, experiences the feeling of pride when he can at last truth- 
fully say “I Am an American.” The ideals on which this nation 
was founded, the ideals it has championed in the years since its 
birth, the history of the United States, all combine to justify each 
and every prideful emotion that centers on those four words. 

Democracy, the ideal to which this nation 


Unrealized Dreams aspires, is so far a goal unachieved. De- 


mocracy in its truest sense is akin to that perfect brotherhood of 
man taught by Christ on the hills of Galilee so long ago. It is a 
goal toward which we strive, a goal toward which we progress 
slowly, a goal we cannot realize in full until mankind sheds the 
curse of Adam and becomes one with Divinity. 

Democracy, for its better realization, can only depend upon 
the understanding and the quality of its individual citizens. Democ- 
racy is founded upon all its citizens as individuals and only as they 
improve individually can the sum total of the nation advance nearer 
its ideals. 

Some who call themselves citizens, by legal right, are but 
betrayers of the democracy they avow. The criminal of’ any type is 
an enemy of democracy as well as of the nation and its social 
fabric. The demagogue, the office-seeking politician who stoops to 
any depth of falsehood to win election, betrays the people and the 
nation. Only less culpable are those who, through ignorance, prej- 
udice or mere greed, help demagoguery to triumph. 

The selfish, the disregarders of the rights, even the needs, of 
others are among the worst foes of democracy. And not the least 
among the betrayers are the smug, self-satisfied ones who neglect 
the duties of citizenship, who ignore the ballot, the lifeblood of 
the democratic system. 

And so, to al] those new citizens who today will join in the 
prideful declaration for the first time, “I Am an American,” let us 
say, make those words a prayer, not a boast. Make today’s cere- 
monies a dedication, not a carnival. 

Let us pray, all of us, citizens old and new, that we may, as 
individuals and en masse, so live our American lives that we may 
bring, in our time, true democracy a little nearer reality. Let us 
so live, helping our fellows of every class, of every race, of every 
type, that they may truthfully say, as they carry us to our final 
rest. we were truly worthy of the designation: 

“I Am an American.”

Jesus was discussing with a law-| * 


yer one day, the meaning of .“eter- 
nal life,” and before the lawyer 
understood how it was done, the 
issue had narrowed to the question 
“Who is my neighbor?” “Eternal 
life,” as revealed by Jesus is a 
kind of life which can be lived 
every day, and one’s relation to the 
God of eternity is shown to be 
vitally connected with one’s rela- 
tion to his neighbor today. “Love 
the Lord thy God” is linked in 
equal importance with, “love thy 
neighbor.” So the all-important 
question came to be a definition 
of “neighbor.” 

Indeed, the essence of any man’s 
religion, may be found in his an- 
swer to the question, “Who is my 
neighbor?” It reveals the differ- 
ence between Christians in their 
varied degrees of development. It 
is a character difference. No more 
significant question can be asked 
of a man than what is his concep- 
tion of his neighborhood? Of 
course, the obvious answer is those 
who live “nigh-by.” But in reality, 
those to whom one is near in in- 
terest and sympathy. Indeed, this 
is where each one of us lives. 
One’s world is bounded by his 
knowledge, interests, sympathies 
and loves. 

So the enlarging of one’s neigh- 
borhood means the enlarging of 
one’s self. Jesus answers the law- 
yer’s question with the story we 
call “The Good Samaritan.” The 
life of the average Samaritan stop- 
ped at the boundary of Judea. 
There was a distance too great to 
be counted by miles between the 
Samaritan and the Jew. They 
were separated by racial and re- 
ligious hatreds. But the Samari- 
tan of Jesus’ story, finding a Jew 
down on the roadside, did not see 
that he was a Jew, but only that 
he was a man. The need of the 
man broke down the wall of his- 
toric prejudices and enmities, and 
drew him near to this beaten and 
broken one on the roadside. 

How close the story of this Sa- 
maritan comes to us in this coun- 
try today. There are literally mil- 
lions of starving emaciated bodies 
of human beings on the roadsides 
of the world today, and the ques- 
tion which Jesus raised fronts us 
with contpelling clearness, “Who is 
my neighbor?” Every man’s neigh- 
borhood is limited by his vision. 

Now to be Christian means to 
enlarge one’s neighborhood, and 
that means, first of all, to broaden 
one’s vision. This vision, how- 
ever, must be syripathetic. The 
mere traveling sightseer, looking 
for the curious, is often the nar- 
rowest of men, while one whose 
body never leaves his home may 
travel with sympathetic imagina- 
tion through the homes and hearts 
of the peoples of the whole world. 


The significance of the incarna-' 


tion is that in Jesus, God’s love 
came to earth and lived a human 
life, experiencing cir weaknesses 
and learning our needs. Thus He 
became our neighbor. If we will 
listen, we may hear Him calling, 
“Follow Me.”

Let’s Rebuild Our Cities! 


They’re here to stay, so plan 
them right, an expert advises 
in this Forecast for America 


HERE are no doubt lots of things wrong 
with city living — but there’s no reason 


why the city dweller should act as if he were® 


living on the wrong side of the tracks. 

The country may be nice but the city isn’t 
that bad. A critic may deplore this or that in 
a city; he may rage at its manifestations of 
ugliness, exploitation, decay, congestion and 
confusion. But if he detests cities as such and 
his own community in particular, he has noth- 
ing to offer but mud and brickbats. Nothing 
constructive ever came out of bellyaching 
and croaking. 

The statistics are all with the city man. In 
the race for mere percentages he is clearly gain- 
ing at the expense of his country cousin. The 
trend is still decidedly urban, and scientific 
prophecies indicate no definite leveling off.

New York City Co-ordinator of Construction 


In 1910, 54 per cent of all our people were 
on farms and in villages; in 1940, 43 per cent 
and in 1950 the guess is 39 per cent. The rest 
are city folk. Our 10 biggest cities had an 
aggregate population of 195,575 in 1800 — 
by 1940 that had been multiplied exactly 100 
times. In these years pioneering armies of 
Horatio Alger heroes must have quit ances- 
tral farms and villages to make their fortunes 
in the big towns. 


City Folk Want Country Places 


No city can live without a hinterland of 
farms, forests and open country. There is in 
fact no complete division between metropolis 
and meadow, skyscraper and forest. And ever- 
increasing numbers of city people of all but 
the lowest income groups Own or aim to own 
little week-end and summer places in the 
country. 

The prefabricated house, the cheap car, the 
parkway and the express highway will help 
to increase the number of two-home families. 


But, since figures show that our cities are 
here to stay and grow, let us have a quick 
look at their advantages and disadvantages 
and see what can be done about the latter. 

The need of protection made cities. The 
atomic bomb, we are told by alarmists, de- 
crees that protection can hericeforth be found 
only in small, scattered communities, and 
that the Babbitts of Sauk Center will soon be 
thumbing their noses at the last dying 
metropolis. 

The trouble with this revolutionary theory 
is that most of us do not seriously entertain 
it. I do not know of a building plan filed any- 
where which reflects genuine concern over the 
atomic bomb. We may be living in a fool’s 
paradise, but we are not yet ready to go 
into cellars because uranium was split. 

The advantages of most cities are enor- 
mous. They grow at crossroads, ports, har- 
bors and other strategic places, and the logic 


“of their founding, plus history, sentiment and 


investment, controls the present generation. 


Expert on urban living, Mr. Moses 
has planned parks, parkways and 
outlying beaches for city dwellers 


We are told that air transport makes evers 
inland city a port and decrees the decay of the 
great seaboard and river cities. This is all 
mere assertion and airline ballyhoo quite un- 
supported by facts. Shipping is a long way 
from extinction. Railroads will continue to 
carry vastly more freight and passengers than 

would be possible in airliners. 
It is unnecessary to stress the city’s virtual

monopoly of music, the theater and 
the other arts. Only a large city can 
afford adequate modern museums, 
botanical gardens and zoos, not to 
speak of medical centers with suffi- 
cient clinical facilities. 

The cities afford to management 
central offices close to each other and 
to financial centers. Here and there 
a lone wolf will operate apart and 
on his own, but great institutions 
are interdependent and correlated, 
and their heads tend to get within 
easy range of each other. 

It is’ said — again without evi- 
dence — that life in cities is too 
cramped and hectic to be healthy, 
but nothing in our recent draft ex- 
perience proves this. It does prove 
that wecshave a long way to go in 
matters of education, health and 
recreation before the national 
average is what it should be. In 
many ways cities have quicker ways 
of raising these standards than iso- 
lated rural areas, where there is not 
much attraction for first-rate advice 
and skill. 


Pian Our Cities 


Our cities have grown too fast. 
Qur citizens have been too much ab- 
sorbed in money-making, quick 
turnovers, rugged individualism, ex- 
ploitation and uncontrolled compe- 
tition to pay much attention to 
community planning in the common 
interest and preservation and en- 
hancement of our resources. 

With increasing leisure, better 
education, broader democracy, we 
are beginning to understand what 
we Owe our cities and the extent to 
which we have fouled our own nests 
in the past. 

We must, to begin with, fix not 
only the size but the population lim- 
its of our cities. This cannot be done 
by fiat, but it can be done by in- 
telligent and drastic zoning regula- 
tions. These would hold down the 
bulk of buildings, widen streets, and 
add greatly to parks, playgrounds, 
squares and other open spaces. They 
would also prevent further conges- 


tion, cut out cancerous slums and 
substitute public and speculative 
housing on well-defined principles, 
instead of letting the slums rot while 
we build in the outskirts. 

The completely integrated neigh- 
borhood, the city within a city, is to 
be found only in the dreams of sta- 
tisticians and social workers. We 
can, however, approximate it. 


Devaluate Slum Areas 


Every city should devaluate its 
slums, that is, reduce absurd over- 
assessments for sub-standard land 
and decaying buildings to a figure 
representing true value —one at 
which public and redevelopment 
agencies can safely condemn without 
inviting fantastic court awards. 
It takes courage and foresight to 
enter into such a policy of devalua- 
tion, but it is a lot better than main- 
taining the grotesque fiction that 
these malignant areas are worth 
what they were half a century ago. 

Special attention in rehousing 
plans should be given to Negroes, 
particularly in certain northern cit- 
ies where they are increasing rapidly. 
Here they have been crowded by ex- 
ploiting landlords and indifferent 
officials into miserable tenement

rabbit warrens, and neglected in the 
distribution of improvements. 

In these northern cities, where 
there is no segregation as such, the 
tendency on the part of those who 
make and administer public opinion 
is to ignore this problem or play it 
down. When trouble arises there 
follow pious exclamations of dis- 
tress, protestations that the crisis 
was undeserved and unpredictable, 
demands that somebody do some- 
thing about it, and finally the com- 
placent phrase: ““Well, that’s over.” 

The enormous prospective in- 
crease in motor cars, trucks and 
buses must be anticipated. This does 
not, as some suppose, necessitate 
the complete reconstruction of cit- 
ies. It does mean large expenditures 
of federal, state and city highway 
and parkway funds for belt or cir- 
cumferential drives, expressways 
straight through town, building of 
arterial spokes and other devices. 


Shift Our Taxes 


Aut cities suffer from debt and 
tax problems. Almost all are in some 
conflict with federal and state juris- 
dictions over methods of raising 
revenues. The burden on real estate 
has, in many cities, become intol- 
erable and a shift to other taxes is 
required. 

Cities render too many services 
free which should be wholly or 
partly self-supporting. They neglect 
necessities and go wild over new 
things like airports. Through public 
indifference and generally low stand- 
ards the administration gets into the 
hands of cheap politicians and in- 
competents. 

The great paradox and riddle of 
city government lies in two appar- 
ently conflicting but actually recon- 
cilable principles. The first is that 
without vision the people perish. 
The second is that administration, 
like water, cannot rise above its 
own level. In other words, you must 
have leaders, and they must havé 
followers with a high common de- 
nominator of citizenship.

OWN in Central America where

of the United Fruit Company is a 
man of considerable importance, a 
ranking citizen, an oracle and pos- 
sibly a prophet. 

That is why | bent an eager ear 
when my fnend the Barnum of 
Bananas offered his opinion on the 
hottest topic in the tropics: “‘Of all 
the Central American countries 
you've been to, which one would 
you pick fer a permanent sics- 
ta?” I asked. 

Calmly peeling a banana, an exer- 
cise which is very soothing to the 
nerves so often shattered in the 
tropics, the “B of Bs” replied, 
“Guatemala.” 

This was as good a reason as any 
to visit Guatemala, and I laid plans 
for Operation Siesta which I adopted 
as the code name for my Guate- 
malan expedition.

The realization that one couldn't 
g0 all the way to Guatemala City by 
ship seemed to depress my inform- 
ants but they soon perked up again. 
“You like to go by car?” they 
asked. 

“Why yes," I said with enthusi- 
asm. ““You always get closer to a 
country by car —- especially if you're 
under it making repairs. How do I 
go by car?” 

“You start in Mexico,” they said 
twisting an imaginary wheel, “‘you 
drive to Veracruz.” 

“To Verafrcuz,”’ I said. “Good. 
Veracruz.” 

“Then,”’ said the barber slowly, 
“you put your car on a ship.” 

“No no no!’ cried the bartender. 
“A train! a train! The ships, they do 
not run from Veracruz!’ 

“Nor do the trains!’ cried the 
barber. 

“Nor the ships"’ shouted the bar- 
tender. 

*‘Nor the trains!"’ yelled the 
barber. 

It was obvious that my intelli- 


gence had foundered. There was 
nothing to do but to take matters 
in my own hands and board a plane. 
Several hours later I arrived in 
Guatemala City. 

My hotel room in Guatemala City 
was more than a room, it was a 
studio, artistically decorated with 
bright Mayan material. The hotel 


dining room was clean and sunny; 
the food was good. 

So far I liked Guatemala, but some- 
how I felt a little let down. After all, 
I thought, the Barnum of Bananas 
had given this country quite a 
buildup. The climate was fine, high, 
dry and warm, but so was Mexico 
City's; I had been im a studio before 
and Panamanian food was good. 

In the morning I strolled down 
Calle Poniente, the main drag. Traf- 
fic cops, as stiff as puppets, stood at 
the intersections on little stands 
under big umbrellas.

In a little restaurant on Calle 
Poniente I watched a young man 
and woman in white prepare the 
Guatemala hot dog. First the sausage 
was cooked, then split, then deftly 
dumped on a freshly made pancake. 
The man then neatly tossed this to 
the woman. So far, I thought, 
this culinary legerdemain was 
the equal of anything provided 
behind our soda fountains. But 
the climax was yet to come. 

The young woman, firmly grasp- 
ing the pancaked hot dog rapidly 
gave it two coats of cream cheese, 
one white, one pistachio green. The 
color scheme was as bright as a 
Mayan costume and much more 
nutritious. 

I liked Calle Poniente. It was a 
clean, orderly street with some nice 
shops. And the cops and the hot dogs 
were very unusual. But still — the 


Barnum of Bananas had perhaps 
overstated his case. 

Calle Poniente led me into the 
plaza, which was vast, immaculate, 
impressive. Not one solitary cigarette 
butt sullied its splendor. 

On the far side stood the new 
national palace, a beautiful Spanish 
Colonial building in a soft green stone. 
The interior was as magnificent as the 
exterior, solid with mahogany, bright 
with brass, flowery patios, singing 
fountains — a civil servant’s paradise. 
And yet, on leaving, it occurred to me 
that other countries have fine plazas, 
handsome buildings.

This dignified Guatemalan, whom I 
encountered in the plaza, was not only 
wearing a Homburg but, in addition, 
was occupying a park bench. The com- 
bination was overwhelming.

No sooner had I struck up a conver- 
sation with the Homburg than he 
asked if I had seen the Mayar High- 
lands.-*‘No” I said in a tone that re- 
vealed my ignorance. ‘The Homburg 
launched into a lyrical description of 
the Highlands. This, I thought, must 
have been the reason for the inarticu- 
late enthusiasm of the Banana Man. 

I left for the Mayan Highlands by 
bus early the next morning. 

In the afternoon I arrived in a little 
town called Chichicastenango. Some- 
where along the winding roads we had 
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dropped several centuries. I was back 
in the time of Cortes, the Spanish 
conqueror, back in the days of Tecum 
Umam, who was slain by conquistador 
Pedro de Alvarado in a bloody battle 
of the Mayan conquest.

Moreover, it is constructed on differ- 
ent levels, an architectural trick that I 
fall for. There is a strange charm about 
stumbling up or down a few steps to 
get from room to room, a charm that 
appeals to the simian in us. 


Glowing With Warmth 


At wvusk a smiling, soft-sandaled 
Mayan Indian padded into my room 
and built a crackling fire to take the 
chill off the cool Mayan night. Later 
he did the same for the huge Spanish 
Colonial bed with a bed-warmer. I felt 
like a conquistador, but benevolent. 

Next morning I set out to explore 
the countryside. By nightfall I was 
convinced. The Highlands must have 
been what my friends meant. Even the 
names of the villages wove a spell: 
Chichicastenango, Huehuetenango, 
Momostenango. Names that could be 
sung if you got enough steam up. The 
prefixes provided the melody 
Chichi, like Chattanoogachichi; 
Huechue. like Hwayhwaydownup- 
on the Swanee; and Momo, like 
Momotherdonetoleme. The suffixes 
provided the meaning, for “‘nango’’ 
means “place of.” 

Each of these villages has one, per- 
haps two, market days a week. As 
many as 5,000 Mayans will gather 
from far and wide for a market day. 
Great brilliant masses of them will 
move over the Highlands. The stage 
is spectacular, the actors dazzling. 

During one of these marvelous per- 
formances I came upon a small man 
with dark glasses. He was wearing a 
cap backwards and was busily gnaw- 
ing a megaphone. 

**‘What is your name, Senor?” I asked. 
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“Senor Cecilio B. DeMillio,” he 
replied. 

“Are you by any chance related to 
Cecil B. DeMille, the Hollywood pro- 
ducer of spectacles?”’ I inquired. 


‘“‘Never heard of him,” he said. “I 
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am Senor Cecilio B. DeMillio of Gua- 
temala Cinema, Inc.”’ 

“May I ask, Senor,” I persisted, 
“why you gnaw your megaphone?”’ 

“Estupido,”’ he said and even though 
he said it in Spanish I could guess 
what he meant,’ ““The spectacle she 
keel me. How can I compete? Look at 
it. All for free. And in color yet.” 

I made like a Mayan and padded 
away. 

The Mayan market is the reason 
why you can spot an American tourist 
who’s been to Guatemala. He resem- 
bles one of those fabled merchants of 
the East who carries his entire stdéck 
on his back. For Mayan market prices 
are low, the goods irresistible: mate- 
rials woven in gaudy tribal patterns, 
hand-hammered silver, blankets, pock- 
etbooks and — the lime test. 

The lime test goes this way: Ina 
Mayan market I took a fresh lime, cut 
it in half and after squirting myself in 
the eye, dropped a gram of the acidu- 
lous juice on a bit of beguiling mate- 
rial to see if the colors were fast. 

This is an old custom at Mayan 
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markets which smell of limes and echo 
with cries of stung tourists. In fact, a 
Mayan market is the only market 
where tourists are stung not by the 
wares they purchase but by the hme 
juice they squirt in search of a bargain. 

Whatever you spend in these 
fascinating markets you will get 
your quetzales worth. The quetzal 
is the Guatemalan currency unit; one 
equals one U.S. dollar. 

As I explored the Mayan Highlands 
I thought with gratitude of my friends, 
the Banana Man and The Homburg. 
I thought of them as I drove by bus 
to a town called Solol4 and wandered 
through its markets held in a field 
overlooking emerald Lake Atitlan, 
which shimmered in the tropical sun 
2,600 feet below. I thought of them 
later as I drove down to the lake where 
I swam in its clear water. 


Uniformed Senor 


I was still thinking of them when my 
friend Senor B. DeMillio stepped from 
behind a palm tree. Bowing over my 
hand-woven, lime-tested, tribal-pat- 
tern swim trunks, I said, “Is :t not, 
Senor, the Lake Atitl4an which the 
novelist Aldous Huxley compared to 
the famous Lake Como in Italy?” 

‘“‘Never heard of him,” said Senor 
deMillio succinctly. 

But despite the slight sourness of 
Senor deMillio, Operation Siesta was 
a somnolent success. The Barnum of 
Bananas had been an accurate oracle. 
So had the Homburg. 

Guatemala has what it takes and it 
doesn’t take too much. It makes an 
honest man out of the author of tour- 
ist booklets. It is a travelogue that 
makes the mechanical, “‘And so we say 
farewell to Guatemala,”’ a note of 
genuine regret.

museums throughout the country. 

They have just completed their 
most ambitious hoax on nature, a 
giant tri-seasonal diorama donated 
by the late William Bausch to the 
Rochester Museum of Arts and 
Sciences, Rochester, N. Y. With 
100 different species of flowers and 
5,000 individual blooms, this proj- 
ect took them a mere 15 years to 
dash off. 

Making a flower, Marchand 
style, is a process nearly as won- 
drous as nature’s own. The broth- 
ers always start with an origi- 
nal. They make a plaster of 
Paris mold of each tiny fila- 
ment, pistil and stamen. Then 
they cast each part in wax, or cel- 
luloid, reinforcing delicate petals 
with cotton fibers and hair-thin 
wires. 

Some flowers, such as daisies, 
are relatively simple and require 
only 15 to 20 molds. The Mar- 
chands can rap out a daisy in a 
week. But when it comes to a 
milkweed, with its Louis XIV 
hair-do, some 45 individual molds 
are required. 

For their work in miniature, the 
brothers have developed their own 
line of tools. You just can’t go 
charging down the throat of a 
snapdragon with a pair of pliers. 
They have made tiny tweezers 
and baby knives with blades an 
eighth of an inch long. They have 
tongs that can reach down to the 
tonsils of an arbutus and wire so 
fine they meed a magnifying glass 
to work with it. 


Tree in Bloom 


In THEIR years of painstaking 
work on the Rochester diorama 
the Marchands produced such 
varied flora as the pitcher plant, 
Labrador tea, wake robin, black- 
eyed Susan, trailing arbutus, skunk 
cabbage, spring beauty, Dutch- 
man's-breeches, squirrel corn, red 
trilhum, dogbane, moccasin flower, 
and May apple. Near the center 
is a wild-apple tree with more than 
900 individually molded petals of 
apple blossoms. 

The three huge panels of the 
diorama depict spring, summer and 
fall. Two fans create gusts and 
breezes, while overhead lights 
duplicate clouds and changing 
skies. 

Through a grill at the front 
comes the gurgie of a waterfall, 
and recording apparatus will soon 
add the call of birds, the twitter 
of imsects and the croak of the 
frog which basks on a log in the 
middle of the stream. About the 
only thing the Marchands don't 
plan to do is rent out the jomt for 
picnics. 

The preparation of the con- 
tented frog referred to above, and 
the hundreds of other aquatic 
denizens the Marchands have 
made, involves a special problem. 
George and Paul have tender 
hearts and the idea of molding a 
frog limb by limb would be as re- 
pugnant to them as to the frog. 

They solve the problem by 
anesthesia. When they've found 
a likely croaker they put him to 
sleep with chloroform for 20 min- 
utes. While he is dreaming of lily 


pads, they quietly slap a kimono 
of plaster of Paris around him. By 
the time it’s dry the frog is just 
coming to, and by his bemused 
wriggling he helps the Marchands 
remove him gently from the mold. 

Once a turtle decided this was 
worse than going to the dentist 
and promptly popped himself out 
of a window of the Buffalo museum 
where they were working. A crowd 
gathered on the street as the turtle 
walked off in a huff with the Mar- 
chands dashing out of the building 
after him. 


Not long ago an aged, 550-pound_ 


Galapagos turtle in his dying 
agonies was given to the Marchands 
for posthumous use, provided they 
could painlessly put him out of 
his misery. After much thought, 
they cut apart an old automobile 
inner tube and slipped one end 
over the turtle’s head, the Other 
end over the exhaust pipe of their 
one-and-a-half-ton truck. The old 
boy expired painlessly of an over- 
dose of carbon monoxide. Today 
he is immortalized in beeswax in 
the Buffalo Museum of Science. 


Top Billing 


AT PRESENT George Marchand is 
working on an undersea restora- 
tion for the Rochester Museum, 
making his wax and celluloid mod- 
els from prehistoric fossils. 

Top billing will go to a mon- 
strosity of the eurypterida class, 
known familiarly as Pterygotus 
Buffaloensis. This fellow, who 
George says is the great, great 
granddaddy of the horseshoe crab, 
is nine feet long with pincers large 
enough to take your head off. 

The Marchand brothers come 
honestly by their craftsmanship, 
being sons of a French sculptor, 
Henri Marchand, who came to 
this country in 1902. When they 
were boys, Poppa Henri started 
making wax mushrooms for the 
New York State Museum at 
Albany. They watched him 
work, capturing not only his 
art but also its infinite possi- 
bilities. Poppa Henri made mush- 
rooms, but the boys soon made 58 
varieties of mushrooms!

UN’s Honor Dishes 


BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


From the chef-in-charge 
comes a parade of recipes 


LL-AMERICAN fare features the menus on 
the cafeteria counters where the United 
Nations delegates and staff are dining at 
UN Headquarters in New York. All but 
one dish daily, that is the honor dish of 
the day, served.as a hand-shake across the 
dinner plate of the nations. 


The Chef’s Idea 


Tuis was Dirk Eykelhoff’s idea, the Dutch- 
American chef, food supervisor for the East- 
ern Operating Corporation in charge of 
catering the victuals for this history-making 
event. 

“Peace in our time,” Dirk believes, 
depends in part.on better gastronomical 
understanding between the nations of the 
world. Why not honor each delegate, in 
turn, by a dish of his homeland? And that’s 
just what he did. 

Today the bigos of Poland, tomorrow 
hamburger scones out of Australia, next the 
chicken with okra of Egypt, the tamale hot 
pies of Mexico or the shrimp pie of Brazil. 

Otherwise the foods are strictly American, 
the food planners believing that delegates 
from afar would like to eat as we eat. Sec- 
tional foods get the limelight :Creole Gumbo, 
Boston’s baked beans and her famous brown 
bread, chili dishes of the Southwest, batter- 
fried chicken as it’s done in Dixie. 

Shavetail to High Hat 


Born in Amsterdam some 40-odd years 
ago, Dirk started at 18 to work his way up 
the kitchen hierarchy from a mere shave- 
tail to high-hatted chef. In 1926 he came to 
America and cooked on private yachts, next 
at fashionable clubs. On the side he taught 
others cooking. He needed side jobs as his 
family increased — four boys and a girl 
take considerable dough —and we don’t 
mean pastry. 


As a sideline to cooking, he went in for 
fancywork, the kind executed in sugar, gum 
arabic and marzipan. In 11 years he has 
won 15 prizes for his exhibits at the annual 
hotel show held in Manhattan’s Grand 
Central Palace. : 

At the UN kitchen there has been little 
chance to show off his skill, for right from 
the start it was decided, and wisely, that 
it wouldn’t be in good taste to splurge with 
half the world hungry. 

But a chef must do something deserving 
of his title. The dishes of the nations offered 
outlet for his talents. The foreign series led 
off with Huf€er’s Stew, /Jachischoler, of the 
Netherlands. 

“I grew up on this mixture,”’ Dirk said. 
It must be good for growing boys. Dirk’s 
a six-footer. 


Jachtschoter 
(Hunter's Siew — Netherlands) 


6 tablespoons of butter or margarine 
lf pound onions, sliced 

l4 pound green, sour apples, sliced 
2\% pounds cooked potatoes, sliced 
34 pound cooked beef or pork, sliced 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Nutmeg 

2\% cups meat gravy or stock 

14 cup buttered bread crumbs 


Melt three tablespoons butter in heavy 
skillet and add sliced onions; sauté golden 
brown. 

Remove the rings, melt remaining butter 
and sauté apple slices. Take heat-proof cas- 
serole and lightly turning, careful to prevent 
breaking, layer with one-third of the pota- 
toes, one-third of meat, one-third of onion 
rings and one-third of the apples. Season 
with salt, pepper and nutmeg. Repeat layers 
until all materials are used. Pour over meat 
gravy or stock. Top with buttered bread 
crumbs and bake in a moderate oven 
(350°F.) for one hour. Yield: 8 portions. 

Australians love their individual meat

pies and they eat them hand-to-mouth the 
same way as Americans do the hamburger. 


Scone Hamburgers 
(Meat pies — Australia) 

2 cups sifted flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

34 cup milk 

14 pound hamburger 

1 tablespoon finely grated onion 

1 tablespoon parsley, minced 

3 tablespoons water 

Parsley to garnish 

2 onions, sliced 

2 tomatoes 

» Sift together flour, baking powder and 
three-fourths teaspoon salt. Cut in fat, add 
milk and mix to a soft dough. Turn to a 
lightly floured board and roll to one-half- 
inch thickness. Cut into rounds, using a 
three-inch cutter. Place on a greased tray 
and bake in a hot oven (450°F.) for 12 to 
15 minutes. 

Place hamburger in saucepan and add 
salt, pepper, grated onion, flour and water, 
mixing well. Stir over a low 
heat for five minutes or until 
the meat changes color. Add 
minced parsley. Wash and 
slice the tomatoes. Fry the 
onion golden, keeping in rings. 

Fry tomatoes to heat, but do 
not let them brown. 

When scones are done, split 
them, spread bottom halves 
with meat mixture and cover 
with the top halves. Decorate 
with a hot slice of tomato; 
over this place a golden ring 
of the onion; sprinkle with 
parsley. Serve scone hamburg- 
ers very hot. Yield: 6 scones. 

In search of recipes for Brazil and Egypt 
Chef Eykelhoff found dishes to his liking in 
Pearl V. Metzelthin’s “World Wide Cook 
Book.”’ 

Here are her recipes plus a few changes 
which every chef insists on adding to make 
a dish of his very own: 


Empadade Camarao 
(Shrimp Pie — Brazil) 


3 tablespoons butter 

1 medium onion (}% cup), finely 
chopped 

14 cup fresh mushrooms, finely 
chopped 

14% cups cooked shrimp (34 pound), 
peeled and chopped 

11% cups (2 large) tomatoes, chopped 

34 cup shrimp stock 

34 teaspoon salt 

lg teaspoon pepper 

4 tablespoons flour 

1 pastry recipe 

1 hard-cooked egg, coarsely chopped 

18 whole, small, stuffed olives. 


Melt butter in frying pan, add onions and 
sauté until soft, but not brown. Add mush- 
rooms, shrimp and tomatoes and sauté 
slowly five minutes. Add % cup stock to 
pie mixture; add seasonings. Mix 4 cup 
shrimp stock with flour and add to mixture, 
allow to cook about 10 to 15 minutes or 
until thickened, remove from heat, use for 
pie filling. 

Line an oven-proof baking dish with pas- 
try. Fill with shrimp mixture and sprinkle 
with hard-cooked egg and whole, small, 
stuffed olives. 

Cover with top crust, moisten and pinch 
edges down tightly. Brush the top with 
beaten egg and bake pie in a hot oven 
(450°F.) for 12 to 15 minutes or until the 


pastry has browned. Approximate yield: 
6 portions. 


Bamya Bourni 
(Chicken with Okra — Egypt) 


1 chicken (4 to 5 pounds) 

1 pound okra 

4 tablespoons butter or margarine 

3 pounds onions, sliced 

14 clove garlic 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

l4 teaspoon cinnamon 

2% cups tomato juice 

2 lemons, sliced 

1 tablespoon parsley, minced 

Have chicken dressed and cut as for 
fricassee. Wipe with a damp cloth and cover 
with water and cook until half done, about 
30 minutes. Remove meat from bones; then 
dice. 

Thoroughly wash young tender okra and 
trim ends. Or, use instead two cups of 
cooked canned okra. Brown onions and 
garlic in two tablespoons of butter. Add 
chicken. 

Melt remaining butter in a heavy sauce- 
pan or oven-proof dish and 
place in bottom one-half the 
okra. Arrange neatly as the 
dish is to be turned out in 
mold form. Arrange chicken 
in pot and cover with the re- 
maining okra. Sprinkle the 
top with salt, pepper and cin- 
namon. Then pour over to- 
mato juice. 

Cover and cook over a slow 


fire for one to one-and-one-- 


half hours. When the chicken 
is tender, turn upside down 
to platter and garnish with 
lemon slices and minced pars- 
ley.'Serve with steamed rice. 
Approximate yield: 6 portions. 
Tournedos 
(Fillet of Beef — France) 

4 tablespoons butter 

6 fillet mignon of beef 

6 bread rounds, \ inch thick 

Salt and pepper 

2 tomatoes, diced 

2 tablespoons parsley, minced 

Brown butter in heavy skillet and pan- 
broil steaks, browning well on both sides. 
Toast bread rounds. Place steaks on toast. 
Fry diced tomatoes and use as a garnish 
over steaks, sprinkle with parsley. Chef 
Eykelhoff has been serving these steaks 
with a rich Bernaise sauce; too much butter 
in this for the average homemaker. 

Here’s a sauce substitute: Turn heat to 
high under the skillet in which steaks cooked. 
Add a trifle more butter if needed, blend 
three tablespoons of flour and brown rap- 
idly, add one and one-half cups of bouillon. 
Cook five minutes. Pass the sauce sepa- 
rately. Yield: 6 portions. 


Cotletki eze Seliodki 
(Herring Cutlets — Russia) 


4 to 5 salt herrings 

1 small onion 

3 tablespoons fat 

l4 cup bread crumbs, soaked in milk 

3 boiled potatoes, mashed 

2 tablespoons sour cream 

2 eggs 

2 tablespoons butter 

4 cup flour 

1 egg yolk 

4 cup dry crumbs 

Cover herring with cold water and soak 
12 hours. Drain. Separate from skin and 
back bone and finely chop. Fry onions in

Like most everyday conveniences, hotel 
services are taken for granted. But the 
customer’s name on the register is — for the 
management — just the start of an infi- 
nitely elaborate operation. Nothing about 
the services that modern hotels offer their 
guests is left to chance. 

The business, seventh largest in the coun- 
try, is run by skilled people who aim to make 
their hotels practically self-contained —a 
city within a city. 


The Guest Comes First 


F rom the power plant in a sub-cellar, often 
big enough to supply electricity to a town of 
35,000 people, to the name band playing on 
the roof garden, everything is dedicated to 
the guest’s comfort. The latest Tus Is 
AMERICA-This Week short, “Two Million 
Rooms,”” produced by Frederic Ullman, jr. 
for RKO, shows what happens behind the 


scenes in some of America’s greatest hotels. 

The chef, for example, has to be both a 
master cook and a high-powered executive. 
Diners seldom realize that to get that succu- 
lent steak to his plate hotels have to order 
500,000,000 pounds of food every year. To 
avoid profit-destroying waste they even have 
to be able to predict what their guests will 
order. They do this by keeping elaborate 
records of consumption, plus watching fac- 
tors like the weather, which alter diners’ 
tastes. 

Cooking is Specialized 

In a typical big kitchen a hundred cooks 
and helpers work on a round-the-clock 
schedule, preparing as many as 10,000 
meals a day. One man has the sole job of 
supervising the huge soup kettles. Another 
is in charge of sauces, a third specializes in 
salads. In the bakeshop, deft hands mold 
dough into five kinds of bread, making 
20,000 rolls every day. Pastry and ice-cream 
shops turn out fancy pies and cakes and 
mountains of ice cream. 

From a serving kitchen the waiters pick 
up their orders after eagle-eyed checking by 
an inspector, who makes sure that each 
lamb chop has its paper cuff, that the soup 
is hot and the melon cold. And if the guest 


doesn’t eat everything, the scraps are care- 
fully collected and sold toa hog-fattening 
farm. 

There remains, as every housewife knows, 
the dishes, as many as a quarter of a mil- 
lion daily in some hotels. Conveyors and 
machinery produce gleaming china and glis- 
tening silverware with practically no human 
aid. 

Another kind of washing is done in the 
hotel laundry, which may employ up to 150 
workers. In the weekly wash of a luxury 
hotel there may be 32 acres of sheets, 65 
miles of toweling. Added to that seven- 
ton bundle is the guests’ personal laun- 
dry, which many hotels are able to 
finish in 12 hours. 

Repairing the casualties incidental to run- 
ning a hotel itself takes a skilled corps of 
people. Seamstresses work all day repairing 
sheets and replacing buttons on shirts. In 
the furniture repair shop cabinetmakers and 
upholsterers ply their trades. Even human 
casualties are cared for by arrangements 
varying from a single house doctor to a mini- 


ature hospital with complete operating room. 

To protect the guest there are house 
detectives who quietly and tactfully main- 
tain law and order. Usually the butt in 
mystery stories, they often come from crack 
police forces, prefer preventing crime in 
their bailiwicks to making pinches. Lost and 
Found Departments protect absent-minded 
guests from the loss of everything from eye- 
glasses to evening clothes. 


They Cope With Anything 


Mavyse you’re one of the 3,000 people who, 
despite pleading notices, annually check out 
of one big hotel without turning in your 
room key. Well, down in the basement there 
is a little man who spends his days grinding 
out new ones. 

American hotels, the epitome of luxury 
and service, have progressed a long way 
from the unheated rooms and washbowls of 
a century ago. They’re even farther from 
the colonial hostelry which had a house rule 
that read: ““No more than five to sleep in 
one bed.” — A EuGene HAWES
